all Extra-Mundan-Space whatcver, I can't conceive, 

Gentlemen, if you'll pleafe to clear up this Matter 

and fhew the necefficy of granting an Immenfe Caufe 

(for the Exiftence of 4 Finite World. You'll Oblige,

A. If the Immenfity of God is not clear from 
the Light of Reafon, we woun'd ask how came the 
Heathens by the Notion of ir? For where thall we 
meet with a m re Sublime Conception of this Di- 
vine Auribure uan that known one of Hermes Tri/- 
merifius whe compared God to a Sphere whole 
Center is every where, but Circumference no 
where ? And many other Heathen Authors might 
be Cited to the fame Purpofe. Bur not infiiting 
On this, ir mut in the firft Place be confidered in 
what Senfe we Atcribute Immenfity to God. For 
the Imperfectnefs of our Conceptions, or perhaps 
the want of Faculties to conceive Ihings right, 
Obliges us to the ufe of fome Words that are not 
Properly applicable to God. We fay, for Inftance, 
that the Divine Effence is infinitely extended, or 
that ic is circumfcribed within no Bounds; where. 

as both Extention and Circumfeription are properly 

the Attributes of Bodies, and therefore but anolo- 
picaily applicable to a Being of a Spiritual Nature. 

However fr m the improper ufe of thefe Phrafes 

we tay fafely conceive the infinite Effence of God 

to be in {ome meafure proportionable to the Idea 
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we have of a Body or Space infinitely extended, 
tho’ the true manner of this Iqmenfity is inconceive- 
able. Or if we fhou’d. fay there is no .Space, 
wherein God has nor at all times the Power of act- 
ing, this may perhaps more properly exprefs what 
we mean by the Divine Immenfity, and _ in this 
Senfe no one can deny this Attribute of God with- 
out derying him alfo to havye,an Infinite. Power. 
And if it is clear from the Light of Reafon, that 
God is indued with an Infinue Power, his Attri- 
buie of linwenfity muft be likewile allowed clear 
from Reafon, as. beivg (in our manner of con- 
ceiving ) founded upon his Omnipotence, Butthat 
Omnipotence belongs to God Reafon demonftrates. 
For it muit be aliowed either that the Power of 
Qod is unlimited, or that in the,Framing of this 
World he went to the utmoft. Extent of his Power,: 
fo that he was nut capable of producing any moré 
Beings or di ing any other, Things rhan what he 
actually did ; to affert which is an Abjurdity that 
needs ro Conturation. If then there ftill remains a 
Power in God of producing more Beings, the fer- 
ung of any Limits to that Power will ftill bring on 
the fame Ab‘urdiry. Bur this Powe: God muft be 
allowed to exert as well in any Pair of the Exérn- 
Mundan-Space as within the Sphere of the Warld: 
From whence we conclude his Omaipreience or the 
Immenfiry of his Being, bhecaute no Being can act 
where it is not, or becaute his Capacity of acting 
at all LimeS in any fpace whac{cever plainly im- 
phes the infinite Diffufion of hig Being. There is 
not therefore the leaft Reafon for the Socinians de- 
nying the Immenfity ot God’s Effence, which is nor 
only clearly revealed in Scripiure, but demonftrat- 
ed by the Light of Nature, and acknowledged by 
all!

A. Ic is faid indeed by the Ancients that this Fith 
cleaving to’ the bottom of a Ship was able to ftop 
it’s Motion: But that which by the Moderns 1s 
taken’ for the Remora’ (known commonly to our

if )ihasno fach'Pro 3 only it is obferved 
MP it thas it will Ritk'to the Bottom of a Ship. And 
as‘any ‘the’ tea Knobs of Inequalities ar a Ship's 
borrom are a gteat Hinderance ro’ the Swiftnefs of 
it's Sailing, fo“the fticking of this Fifth to ir muft 
needs in fome meafure retatd it." The Fith is thus 
Defcribed.° It 'is about the bigriefs' of a large 
Wiring, and almoft of the fame fhape towards 
the Fail; buvthe Head is Flatter. From the Head 
to the middle of it’s back, there grows a fort of 
Fleth:of-a hard Grifly Subftance and of a Flat Oval 
Form, rifing about half an Inch high. With this 
it will’cleave to any thing it meets with, as a Snail 
does to a Wall, and fo is’ often found fticking not 
only to the bottom of Ships, but alfo of Floating 
Trees and Planks and alfo to other large Fihes ; 
for Captain Dampier fays, he found one of them 
fticking to a Shark, whith is fo ftrong and Boifte- 
rous a Fifh, and-throws about him for a long time 
rogether fo Furioufly when caught, that did nor 
the Sucking Fifb cling very hard to him, it wou'd 
certainly be caft off by fo much Violence. 

Q. Gentlemen, Ae Gigglefwick-Scar (or Rock) 
near 4 Town of the fame Name in Yorkfhire, 4 4 
Well of tha particular Quality that i¢ Ebbs and Flows 
near twiee in every Hour. It rifeth about 12 Inches, 
and then Overfloweth with a Plentiful Stream that 
turns feveral Mills net far from st. The Rock # of 
Lime-fione, and ftand almoit Perpendicular near 200 
Foot in Height 3 from the Foot of the Rock to the bot- 
tom of the Hill & about 50 Yards very fleep and ftony, 
ths Spring vifeth near the middle from the Rock 
downwards; and tho’ there be feveral Springs near it, 
none of which  perceivable to have any fuch Alteration. 
I defire to know if any Reafom can be given for this 
uncommon Flux and Reflux of the Water in this Place.

4, We have lately given from Po/ybins the gene- 

tal Caufe of the Flux and Reflux of fuch Springs, 


as have no immedicate Communigauon with the 
Sea, and confequently are not Ipflueaced by its 
Tides. And tho’ that general Solution may ferve 
to An{wer this Queftion, in which there is no con. 
fiderable particular to diftipguith this from other 
Ebbing ahd’ Flowing Springs, yer becaufe it may 
feem fomewhar too ees and Obicure, we fhall up. 
on this Occafion enlarge fomewhat more upon ir, 
it muft be Obvious to every ones Conception that 
as Rivers of a Jong Courle have feveral fmall 
Brooks and Rivulets Flowing into them by which 
their Stream is enlarged; fo the Canals of Springs 
under Ground muft have feveral leffer Branches 
for the Conveyance of Water ( diftill’d from the 
neigbouring Grounds) intothem. Suppofing then 
thefe leffer Streams, carried along with and {wel. 
ling the Main Current, fhou’d in a long Courfe 
fa}} into a Subterraneous Cave, the Entrance and 
Vent of which is burt very {mall, the rapid Courfe 
of the thus {well’d Stream will caufe the Cave to 
fill fafter than iccanempry: In the mean timethe 
Air that is fhut up within and has no other Venr, 
( as nothing is ftronger than Imprifon‘d Air) will 
prepare for Defence againft the Influx of Water, 
and force the urging Srream backwards to feek new 
Paffages. With this Repulfe the Stream being 
{welled and enraged, will haften to the Place where 
its Flux and Reflux is obferved. For while it has 
this Obftruction it muft neceffarily ow with fome 
Violence; bur asthat is removed, the Flux muf 
proportionably abate, till the return of the fame 
Obftruction renew the Flux, and fo caufe a con- 
ftant Viciflirude of Ebbing and Flowing. Now 
the frequency of the return of the Flux will de- 
pend partly upon the Spring-Heads diftance from 
the Cave or Bafon where the Obftruction is made; 
partly upon the Proportion of Rain, Dew or other 
adventitious Water, with which the Subrerraneous 
Paffages are fed, But upsn a long Drought this 
Effect is no where fo conftanr but it may fail, or 
at leaft be fcarce fenfible.

HE Lerrers from the Hague, June the 3d. 
Advile that the Courier which arrived 
there in the Evening, broughr Advice that 
the Armies continued in the fame fituation, the 
Confederates being ftill encamped with their Right 
at Henin Lietard and their Lefc ar Vitry, and the 
Enemy with there Right at Fampoux and their Lett 
at Lens : That the Allies having commanded twen. 
ty Batalions to joyn them from the Siege upon the 
advance of the French before their Cainp. the Ap. 
roaches have been fomewhat retarded ; bur thole 
Sacailees being returned to the Siege, ‘tis thovght 
we fhall be Mafters of the Place before the roth 
Inftant ; that upon the Enemies evacuariong their 
their frontier Garrifons and Commanding greai De- 
tarchmenrs from their Army on the Rhine to rein- 
force that in Flanders. Orders have been fent to 
the Emperial Regiments in Germany, to join our 
Army with all poffible Expedition ; that the Mini- 
{ters of France continue at Gertruydenbeig expect- 
ing the return of the Courier fentlaft to Vertailes; 
that the States of Holland adjourned themicives on 
Saturday the 31ft of May, and are to be reatlem- 
bled in a few days. 


From Falmouth, May the 22d. ‘Tis Advi‘ed 
that the Day before, Captain Credo, Comsiander 
of the Pearl had fenr into that Port a {mall Fiench 
Veflel Laden with Salt Fifa; that 25 New Raifed 
Men were arrived there in Order to be Tranfport- 
ed to Portugal.
